PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT, 1936. 

The  execution  of  works  required  by  notice  became  increasingly 
difficult  during  the  year  and  in  several  cases  the  Council  had  work 
done  at  the  cost  of  property  Owners. 

Considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  with  regard  tc  the 
piovision  of  dustbins  and  eventually  the  Council  purchased  a  stock  for 
allocation  to  private  properties  forming  the  subject  of  notices. 

By  this  method  141  dustbins  and  22  closet  xjails  were  provided  during 
the  year. 

FOOD  &  DRUGS  ACT. 1938. 

The  slaughterhouse  licences  were  not  renewed;  at  the  end  of  the 
year  the  only  current  licences  were  in  respect  of  the  two  Knackers’  Yards. 

During  the  year  inspection  of  cowsheds  and  dairies  under  the 
National  Milk  Testing  &  Advisory  Scheme  was  commenced. 

Thj s  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  is 
supplementary  to  inspections  under  the  Milk  &  Dairies  Order.

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EMERGENCY  PETROL  SUPPLIES. 

During  the  year  the  N.F.S.  took  over  the  seven  petrol  pumps  which 
had  been  used  for  A.F.S.  purposes.  The  Council  continued  to  employ 
two  further  installations  for  normal  and  civil  defence  purposes,  and 
10,500  gallons  of  motor  fuel  wore  purchased  in  the  12  months  ended  March 
31st, 1943. 

LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

A  Melbourne  milk  retailer  was  prosecuted  for  filling  milk  bottles 
in  the  street  (  a  contravention  of  the  Milk  &  Dairies  Order)  and  a  fine 
was  imposed. 
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A  case  brought  in  respect  of  the  useof  land  at  Borrowash  as 
a  site  for  moveable  dwellings  ( Sec . 269 , Public  Health  Act, 1936)  was 
found  proved  but  was  dismissed  under  the  Probation  of  Offenders  Act 
and  no  conviction  was  recorded. 

The  Police  brought  proceedings  against  two  persons  found  stealing 
salvage  from. one  of  the  Council’s  depots  and  a  fine  was  imposed  in  each 
case. 


CLP SET  CONVERSION  SCHEME. 

A  small  amount  of  work  is  still  being  carried  out  and  five  privies 
and  17  pail  closets  were  converted  during  the  year.  The  total 

number  of  conversions  carried  out  under  the  Scheme  is  now  843  privies 
and  2197  pail  closets.
